Berets to ask for dismissal 


SAIGON (UPI)— A defense attorney 
for six U.S. Army Special Forces of­ 
ficers charged with murdering a South 
Vietnamese will formally request Presi­ 
dent Nixon to dism iss the charges on 
the grounds the Army high command and 
the Central Intelligence Agency CIA have 
prejudiced the case 
The civilian attorney, Henry E. Roth- 
blatt of New York City, said that he 
will file the motion for dism issal Fri­ 
day through the office of the Army Judge 
Advocate in Vietnam. 
In his prepared petition, Rothblatt said 
Army Secretary 
Stanley Resor, Army 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, commander 
of U.S. Forces in Vietman and Army 
General Mabry Jr., commanding gener­ 
al of U.S. support troops in Vietnam, 
had all demonstrated unwillingness to act 
im partially toward the accused Green 


Beret officers. He said this constituted 
"command influence” in violation of the 
m ilitary code of justice. 
Earlier, Rothblatt said he planned to 
subpeona CIa 
Director Richard Helms 
as well as Abrams as witnesses in the 
court-m artial of the six officers. Roth­ 
blatt accused the CIA of playing "dirty 
gam es” by unjustly claiming executive 
immunity and withholding vital testimony 
during a preliminary hearing. 
As an alternative to dismissing the 
charges, 
Rothblatt 
announced he was 
asking Nixon to shift the trial to a 
civilian court 
and 
require Abrams, 
Mabry and Helms be present as witness­ 
es. 
The Special Forces, or Green Berets, 
officers are to be court m artialed in 
connection with 
the death of a South 
Vietnamese identified as Tran Khac 


Chuyen. Defense attorneys have claim­ 
ed he was a double agent working for the 
CIA and the North Vietnamses Army. 
Rothblatt s motion charges that Ab­ 
ram s had "repeatedly expressed his de­ 
sire to see Col. Robert B. Rheault and 
the others accused in this case tried 
and convicted.” In addition, he said, 
"M abry was unable to act as in impartial 
convening authority because he was an­ 
xious to see the accused convicted.” 
Rothblatt also said Resor “ ha.s al­ 
ready made statem ents to the press 
and to members of Congress that he is 
unwilling 
to 
act in 
this impartial 
In his position as commander of sup­ 
port forces in Vietnam. Mabry made the 
decision ordering Rheault, former com­ 
mander of all Green Berets in Vietnam, 
and the five other officers to face court- 
m artial for murder .rnd conspiracy to 


commit murder. Resor recently visited 
Vietnam and checked into the investiga­ 
tion, commenting on it afterward. 
Rothblatt, who is defending two of the 
six Special Forces officers charged 
with murdering a Vietnamese national, 
said he wanted Helms to testify under 
oath, "where the truth of his statements 
can be challenged under the threat of 
perjury.” 
Rothblatt said the CIA representatives 
in the preliminary hearing that led to 
the trial of the Green Berets refused to 
answer several questions and invoked 
executive immunity’. 


"We were successful in catching him 
in a series of contradictions and lies,” 
Rothblatt said. "When cornered, his only

immunity'.” 
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President, Israel Premier 
discuss peace in Mideast 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Israel’s grand­ 
motherly prem ier, Golda Meir, came to 
Washington today with a request for more 
American jets and m issiles. She was 
welcomed by President Nixon with a re­ 
newed hope for * real peace" in the Mid­ 
east. 
The 71-year-old Mrs. Meir was given a 
colorful welcome at the White House on 
arrival from Philadelphia 
where she 
spent her first day in the United States. 
She and Nixon then went inside for the 
first round of private talks. 
In the welcoming ceremony, Nixon said 
he knew peace was desired by both Is­ 
rael and her Arab neighbors. ‘ Theques-

need for Lompoc approved 


Lompoc Plain and the Santa Ynez- 
Buellton areas will need an estim ated 
14,000 acre feet of supplemental water in 
the nevt 30 years, according to a re ­ 
port approved last night by the water 
district. 
D irectors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation D istrict approved the re ­ 
port at a special meeting in Santa Ynez. 
The report, by district engineer Thomas 
M. Stetson indicates that Lompoc Plain 
will need a maximum of 11,000 acre 
feet of the total projected allotment 
of state water 
At the same time the directors ap­ 
proved a projected request for 3,000 acre 
feet of supplemental water as an ‘ um­ 
brella" for the Santa Ynez - Buellton 
areas. 
The report and the request for the 3,- 
000 acre feet of water were compiled 
in time to meet an Oct. 1 deadline set 
by the County Water agency, to aid in 
the allocation of 57,000 acre feet of state 
water by the year 2000. 
Local groundwaters have been suffi­ 
cient to meet the needs of the entire 
Santa Ynez River basin, but Stetson’s re-

port notes: ‘ Increasing demands in the 
future will be partially met from the loc­ 
al water supplies but supplemental water 
will be required for future growth, e s­ 
pecially in the Lompoc subarea” 
In the event that Lompoc Project is 
built, Stetson's report continues, . . . 
• there would be no requirement for state 
project water in the Lompoc subarea 
by the year 2000, except j>ossibly for 
the improvement of water quality.” 
The figures and others outlining the 
water needs of the area were based on 
current uses, projected growth factors 
and overlaid with consideration of ec­ 
onomic, political and technology far. 
tors, the report indicated. 
The directors noted that the City of 
Lompoc had chosen to file a separate 
report directly with the County Water 
Agency. Figures on the need of the Lom­ 
poc 
area, as posed by Stetson differ 
somewhat from the estim ate supplied by 
the city. 
Lompoc based its estim ates on the a s­ 
sumption that Lompoc Project would be 
built and that the urban areas could 
use about 6,000 acre feet of supplemen­ 
tal water from the reservoir in about 
the early 1980s. The city has agreed 
to buy 8,000 acre feet from the project 
beginning in about 1990, depending on 
the supply and the demand. 
Lompoc’s estim ates are included in 
the document which the district has o r­ 
dered sent to the water agency. 
Basic and historical disagreements 
between the city view and that of Stet. 
son are reflected in the total report.

County jail surveillance 


Continuous surveillance of county p ri­ 
son inmates — particularly those with 
narcotics records - is the answer to 
keeping narcotics smuggling into the 
county jail in Santa Barbara at a bare 
minimum, 
according 
to 
sheriff’s of­ 
ficers. 
Undersheriff Richard King made this 
statement in disclosing that a principal 
problem involving narcotics at the 40- 
year-old, outmoded county jail at the 
Courthouse is the fact that a high per­ 
centage of prisoners at all tim es are 
narcotics cases * in one way or an­ 
other.” 
King said that of the 133 prisoners 
incarcerated on Wednesday, Jan. 17, for 
instance, 59 were there on narcotics 
charges. 
‘ This high percentage is not unusual; 
in fact, we’ve had it regularly for some 


time, " declared King. 
King said that the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment has always screened visitors at 
the jail and refused to allow such visit­ 
ors who are ‘ dubious cases" and sus­ 
pected of trying to smuggle contraband. 
But he pointed out that persons "hook­ 
ed” on narcotics who know they are 
going to jail will often secret or even 
swallow drugs, including heroin, in such a 
way that they cannot be detected. The 
swallowed drugs, in a balloon • like 
cover, are sometimes recovered later by 
the prisoner in feces, it was shown. 
The difficulties of frustrating all smug­ 
gling into the county jail are immense 
because of the outmoded facilities which 
allow visitors access to security areas 
and which do not allow segregation of 
incoming prisoners until they are found 
to be ‘ clean,” it was shown. 


Sheriff Jam es Webster filled in the 
county supervisors late Tuesday on the 
ingenious methods that prisoners and 
visitors use to get narcotics into the 
jail at times. 
He made it clear that such ingenuity 
-coupled with the prison's antiquated 
facilities for processing and detention 
of inmates — represented a double handi- 
:ap to jail authorities and the depart­ 
ment in general in keeping the prison 
free of narcotics. 
The fact that sheriff’s officers found 
no narcotics in a shakedown of the p ri­ 
son last week Indicates that the prison 
isn’t overrun with drugs, it was pointed 
out. 
Some jail critics zeroed in on the de­ 
partment after a sheriff’s officer in 
charge of the jail was quoted as saying it

resentatives in direct negotiations at any 
time, at any place and without prior con­ 
ditions. If the Egyptian government is 
ready for such negotiations, they can take 
place forthwith.” 
Mrs. M eir’s American visit, the sec­ 
ond of an Israeli prim e m inister since 
Israel was reborn 21 years ago and 
her first as prem ier, also comes at a time 
when sympathy for Israel is not running 
as high as it was after the 1967 war. 
College board 
agrees to cut 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)— The State Col­ 
lege Board of Trustees has agreed to a 
curtailed support budget of $265.8 million 
for 1970-71 which could mean an enroll­ 
ment cut of more than 35,000 students. 
Vice Chancellor Harry E. Brakebill 
said Wednesday in a presentation to the 
board meeting that the key to the pro­ 
blem is the expected increase in stu­ 
dent enrollment for 1970-71. 
The budget figure was $65.3 million 
less than required to handle an ex­ 
pected enrollment of 199,000 students 
next year as compared with the current 
180,000 according to Brakebill. 
Brakebill said earlier if the trustees 
accepted the cut budget as recommended 
by finance director Caspar Weinberger, 
certain serivces would have to be cur­ 
tailed. 
After several hours of discussion, the 
board agreed to the minimal allocation 
r ather than a $328 million budget suggest­ 
ed by Brakebill. 
He said the trustees would have to 
consider eliminating the 1970 summer, 
state-supported 
quarter which 
would 
mean a cut of about 5,150 students. 
A reduction in library services and 
of faculty and some instructional pro­ 
gram s would also be necessary unless 
more money is allocated, Brakebill ex­ 
plained. 
, 
State College Chancellor Glenn S. 
Dumke told board m embers he felt 
some cutbacks in enrollment could be 
made without “ eroding” the quality of 
education 
He said the curtailm ent of 
year-round services including the sum­ 
mer program could save about 
20 
million.

‘ I was flying through the air 
and I thought I was dead,” he 
said while being treated for 
arm burns. 
Other employes jumped 10 to 
12 feet to the street through 
holes torn in building walls by 
the blast. The holes were made 
by 2,000-pound rolls of news­ 
print.

Welfare cheating board 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
special board appointed by Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
has 
started 
examining 
1,200 
cases

determine how much cheating 
is occurring in a major welfare 
program. 
The board began its task 
Wednesday in a meeting behind 
closed doors. Members turned 
aside 
newsmen’s 
questions 
about what it had found out so 
far. 
“ We’re looking for unauthor­ 
ized receipt of state and federal 
funds,” 
panel member John 
Price, Sacramento County Dis­ 
trict Attorney, said outside the 
meeting 
room.

want to guess the percentage of 
fraud might be.” 
The 
panel, 
consisting 
of 


representatives 
of the state 
Social Welfare Department and 
district 
attorneys, 
wants to 
determine the extent of fraud— 
if any-in the aid to families 
with d e p e n d e n t children 
(AFDC) program, the biggest 
category of welfare recipients. 
The 1,200 cases represent a 
random sampling of the AFDC 
caseload during June. Based on 
the sample, the board hopes by 
Dec. 1 to tell Reagan the exte..' 
of abuse in the program. 


The five-member panel was 
created after the state Social 
Welfare Board held statewide 
hearings last year but failed to 
obtain definitive results on the 
extent of possible fraud by 
recipients.

Police said details surround- 
ing the death were sketchy, but 
Simmons apparently was badly 
beaten in a fight.

Simmons originally was sen- 
tenced 
for 
the death of the 
family of a Monterey physi­ 
cian, slain Oct. 12, 1959. He was 
on vacation in Mexico at the 
time.

Simmons, through his years 
in the rat-infested jail, claimed 
he was innocent and had no 
part in the slayings.

CINCINNATI (UPI) - Mrs. 
Joseph Huebner always cashed 
her paycheck near a downtown 
department store where she 
worked. But not this week. 
Henrietta

they went shopping on Fridays. 
But not this week. 
Chance decisions to depart 
from routine cost them their 
lives 
Wednesday. 
The three 
women 
and 
Mrs. 
Walter 
DeWald, a teller at the Cabinet 
Supreme 
Savings 
and 
Loan 
Association in suburban Delhi 
Hills, were herded into a vault 
and shot to death in “ cold 
blood” 
by 
three men 
who 
robbed the savings office of 
$275. 
A county sheriff called it “the 
most vicious crime I’ve ever 
seen.” 
Police early today said they 
were holding “for investigative 
dentention” 
Raymond Kassow 
24, of Cincinnati. 
Kassow was picked up shortly 
after the shootings Wednesday 
at his home, about six houses 
from the Stitzels. Police said no 
charges had been filed against 
him. 
Two other men, John Leigh, 
20, and Waterson Johnson, both 
of Cincinnati, were sought by 
police. 
“ I don’t know what we were 
doing 
there,” 
said 
Joseph 
Huebner. “ For two and a half 
years 
my 
wife 
cashed her 
check at a downtown bank near 
McAlpins 
Department 
Store 
where she worked. 
We just 
decided to go shopping in Delhi 
Hills. It was my wife’s day 
off.” 
Huebner, 50, who works at a 
brewery waited in his car while 
his 
46-year-old wife went into 
the savings and loan office. 
“She was in there about two 
or three minutes,” he said. 
“Two other women got out of a 
car and went in also. Then I 
saw three young men, one with 
a beard, come running out and 
get into an old car. They were 
carrying a suitcase and my 


wife’s red purse.” 
“ I went into the bank and 
called my wife,” Huebner said. 
“ There was no answer. I went 
to the back of the office to the 
vault and four women were 
lying 
inside 
the vault. One 
woman was moaning. Three of 
them were covered with blood. 
I called to my wife. She moved. 
Then I telephoned the police.” 
Luella Stitzel’s husband, Ni­ 
cholas, 70, said his 61-year-old 
wife and her widowed sister-in- 
law, Henrietta, 64, usually went 
to 
the 
bank 
together 
on 
F ridays. 
“ They had a habit of going to 
the bank and shopping togeth­ 
er,” Stitzel said, “but Wednes­ 
day was an off day for them. It 
must have been their first stop 
because they left home shortly 
before this happened.” 
Col. Paul Fricker, head of the 
Hamilton County sh eriffs pa­ 
trol, called it “the most vicious 
crime I’ve ever seen.” Police 
said one of the victims was 
lying near the door of the vault 
and 
the 
other 
three 
were 
“stacked on top of each other.” 
Jerome Grueter, manager of 
the savings and loan firm, said 
he was out of the office visiting 
a customer at the time of the 
holdup. He collapsed when he 
heard of the incident and was 
taken to St. Francis Hospital 
where he was treated for shock. 
“ I was gone from the office 
only 40 minutes,” Grueter said. 
He said Mrs. DeWald, wife of 
a 
city policeman, had been 
“ worried” 
about 
a possible 
holdup. 
“ On Aug. 28 we had two men 
come in and Mrs. DeWald was 
very observant. She said they 
looked 
suspicious. 
“ In fact 
when I went on vacation right 
after that she had her husband 
stake out the bank.”

Some of the barricades they 
had torn down earlier were 
hastily

outside the diamond shopping 
center at the south end of the 
Catholic Bogside D istrict. 


Only 
four barricades 
had 
been standing the previous day 
between Protestant and Catho­ 
lic neighborhoods. 
British troops, on duty since 
the sectarian rioting in August, 
pushed 
the 
mobs 
apart 
at 
gunpoint and established a 50- 
yard-wide no man's land around 
the shopping center.

Health officer to seek 
new county dog policy 


“ Something has to be done 
about the dog problem in the 
county,” County Health Direc­ 
tor Joseph T. Nardo told the 
Board of Supervisors this week. 
Dr, Nardo, in sketching the 
need 
for 
higher 
penalties 
against dog owners who let their 
pets run loose and need for an 
increase in dog permit fees, al­ 
so brought the supervisors up to 
date on the “ killer dogs” of 
Carpinteria Valley who in rtv 
cent weeks have slain sheep and 
injured other livestock. 


A roundup of strays continues 
in the Carpinteria Valley, Dr, 
Nardo said, adding, however: 
“ 1 don’t believe we’ve picked 
up a licensed dog.” 
A meeting that included dog 
owners as well as non dog own­ 
ers 
in 
Carpinteria Valley 
brought out a recommendation 
Uie county boost the fee for re­ 
demption of impounded dogs 
from $5 to $50, he said. 


Supervisors voted to contin­ 
ue Ur. Nardo’s recommenda^- 
tions for higher dog license 
fees (from $4 to $5) and sul> 
stantially 
higher 
redemption 
fees for impounded dogs for 
first, second and third redem­ 
ptions for two weeks — until 
Oct. 6. 
Dr, Nardo had recommend­ 
ed 
upping 
redemption 
from 
$5 to $25 for first redemption 
from $10 to $50 for second 
redemption, and $25 to $100 for 
third redemption.

BALTIM ORE (UPI)—The ex­ 
perimental 
Baltimore 
J o b 
Corps training center, original­ 
ly sponsored by Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew, has become 
the focus of an increasingly 
bitter federal-state controver­ 
sy. 
The state of Maryland, prime 
contractor for the year-old job 
training center, wants to oust 
the company chosen by Agnew 
when 
he 
was 
governor 
to 
operate the center. 


But 
the federal Office of 
Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) 
has blocked the efforts of the 
new governor, Democrat Mar­ 
vin 
Mandel, 
to replace the 
Burroughs Corp., 
despite a 
barrage of criticism of its work 
by 
both 
federal 
and 
state 
investigators and a record of 
only 
37 
graduates from an 
enrollment of 497. 


Secret Number 
Criticism of the center has 
ranged from its high dropout 
and 
hookey 
rate 
to 
such 
operational quirks as keeping 
the telephone number secret. 
There are other reports of 
boondoggling: 
The 
lack 
of 
proper tools for training and 
persistence in training youths in 
trades for which there is no 
demand. 
The impasse was supposed to 
come to a head Sept. 30, the 
end 
of 
a 
90-day 
federal 
extension of the original Bur­ 
roughs contract. 
But as the 
deadline approached, 
reports 
circulated at the center and the 
statehouse that OEO planned to 
give the company another four- 
month extension. 
OEO’s insistence on retaining 
the 
Burroughs 
management 
appeared to be somewhat at 
odds with at least two Nixon 
administration policy decisions 
—to close Job Corps centers 
with poor records and to start 
giving states more responsibili­ 
ty for manpower programs. 
An issue not at stake is 
whether private enterprise can 
do 
a 
better 
job 
than 
a 
government 
agency 
at 
the 
center. While the state is trying 
to dump Burroughs, a business 
machine 
company 
that 
has 
branched into the growing job 
training field, its own candidate 
to 
run 
the 
center 
is 
the 
Westinghouse Learning Corp., 
an offshoot of the electrical 
manufacturing firm. 


OEO Rejection 
In 
rejecting 
Westinghouse, 
OEO said its $2.3 million bid, 
which would include reopening 
the former Job Corps conserva­ 
tion 
center 
in the Catoctin 
Mountains, 
would 
not 
do 
because it stressed practical 
training rather than an “ exper­ 
imental or research approach.” 
Mandel subsequently submit­ 
ted a new bid prepared by 
Westinghouse 
and 
told OEO 
Director Donald Rusfeld that he 
would rather have the center 
closed than continued under the 
present 
management, 
wltich 
one of the governor’s investiga­ 
tors described as chaotic. 
OEO to date, has not only 
rejected the public demands of 
the Mandel administration fora 


management change at Balti­ 
more, but also spurned the 
recommendations 
of 
federal 
officials. 
United 
Press International 
learned during inquiry into the 
case 
that 
on July 2, 
after 
Burroughs got its first exten­ 
sion, a Job Corps official wrote 
the OEO: 
“ We feel that the 
Burroughs Corp. should not be 
given another long term con­ 
tract to operate the center.” 
The Baltimore center is one 
of the last vestiges of the Job 
Corps left under OEO control. 
When the Nixon administration 
decided to close down 59 Job 
Corps facilities last spring, it 
turned the remainder of the 
program over to the Labor 
Department. 
OEO retained the Baltimore 
center because it was classified 
as an experiment: To see if 
youthful dropouts did better in 
a center that provided housing, 
food, clothing and medical care 
as well as job training or in a 
“ commuter” situation in which 
they 
lived 
at 
home. 
The 
commuter concept has gained 
support in the Labor Depart­ 
ment, which says it will open 30 
skill centers in and near big 
cities to replace the abandoned 
Job Corps centers. 


Plagued With Problems 
The Baltimore project has 
been 
plagued with problems 
from the beginning. It started 
in 1967, when OEO took a three- 
year 
lease on the antiquated 
downtown Mt. Royal Hotel for 
$57,000 a year it was to be a 
job center for unwed mothers, 
but that proposition fell through 
after $300,000 had been spent. 
In May of 1968, the Job Corps 
said 
the 
site 
was 
being 
considered for an experimental 
men’s skill center, and a short 
time 
later Agnew’s national 
relations aide, 
Charles 
S. 
bresler, 
announced the $2.5 
million contract with Burroughs 
for fiscal year 1969. 
Since the startup, the center 
has had three directors, who 


are Burroughs employes, and 
three project managers, who 
are OEO men. The center staff 
has been as high as 165, but 
more recently has dropped to 
about 90. 


Burroughs has received a 
total of $3,215,899 for operating 
the center. That figure includes 
a fixed fee, or profit, to Bur­ 
roughs amounting to$137,127. 
The operation plan was to 
have 125 youths living at the 
center and 200 commuting from 
their homes. The training was 
to 
be for jobs in printing, 
drafting, photography, cooking 
and other restaurant work, and 
electrical appliance service and 
repair. Close track was to be 
kept of the graduates to see if 
commuters did better than live- 
in trainees. 


Of the 497 corpsmen who 
entered the center after its 
opening, 308 dropped out or 
were 
“ terminated” 
by 
the 
management. There have been 
37 graduates. 
Mandel decided to replace 
Burroughs following his review 
of the center conducted by Dr. 
Paul Weinstein, his executive 


for 
labor 
and 
manpower 
development 
and 
a 
former 
economics professor 
at 
the 
University of Maryland. Wein­ 
stein was assisted by Percy 
Thomas, a Negro counselor for 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Vocational Rehabilitation, who 
previously served as a counse­ 
lor at the Camp Kilmer Job 
Corps Center. 
Asked To Leave 
Thomas went into the Balti­ 


more center and talked with 
the corpsmen and the staff. 
Thomas said he was asked to 
leave the center by a Bur­ 
roughs official and did so. 
“ When I went in there the 
whole place was in chaos,” 
Thomas told UPI. “ I saw so 
much that disgusted me that I 
couldn’t sleep some nights.” 
Thomas 
was 
critical 
of 
virtually the entire operation of 
the center. His criticisms were 


supported, in many cases, by 
OEO 
evaluation reports and 
minutes of the center’s staff 
meetings that have been seen 
by UPI. 
The center never was filled 
and from the beginning had an 
absentee rate that grew to its 
current rate of about 33 per 
cent. 
When a corpsrrun was AWOL 
“ there was no evidence that 
someone attempted to contact

an 
April 
evaluation 
of the center by 
OEO said. 
Thomas 
charged 
that 
the 
staff of the center was not 
adequately 
trained nor fully 
informed and that their attitude 
was “ unprofessional ” 
No Standards 
The OEO evaluation noted 
that the management had not 
established 
standards 
for 
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corpsmen entering its work ex­ 
perience 
program and 
that 
counselors were unaware of 
promotion and incentive awards 
for corpsmen. 
It was also reported by one 
evaluator that the job survey of 
the Baltimore area undertaken 
by 
Burroughs 
to 
determine 
what kinds of skills should be 
taught, 
as 
required 
by the 
contract, was inadequate. 
Even where it was accurate 
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there were problems, the report 
noted. 
“ Labor market information 
developed by the center does 
show a demand for draftsmen 
and offset printers but none for 
darkroom technicians and they 
intend to train the latter,” it 
said. 
Thomas also reported that at 
one 
point 
the 
center 
was 
operating 
with 
an 
unlisted 
telephone.

It 
takes $1800 to equip a team with 
one third of all league equip­ 
ment replaced every year. That 
means the league is faced with 
a situation of having to come up 
with $6,600 every year to main­ 
tain its current status. Adding 


extra teams means it must find 
additional sources of revenue — 
and that’s why it puts so much 
emphasis to the one source 
of additional revenue. 
You can help make sure the 
youngsters in the Lompoc Val­ 
ley don’t sit on the sidelines like 
that player in Santa Ynez did 
by having breakfast Oct. 4 at 
the LYFL’s annual feed. Tick­ 
ets, priced at 50 cents each, 
are available from any play­ 
er, coach, or official in the 
league.

Astronauts, Mets have world 
believing in the impossible

believe

swallow again and accept the 
fact that the New York Mets 
are champions. 
Those laughable, lamentable 
buffoons of baseball, adored by 
the adolescent set and trodden 
on 
by 
the 
traditionalists, 
forever at home at the bottom 
of the barrel and seemingly 
forlorn of a brighter future, 
today stand at the top of this 
mortal world. 
In this year of the impossible 
the 
same 
year 
that 
man 
brought home the first souve­ 
nirs from the moon, the New 
York Mets catapulted to the top 
and on Wednesday night they 
clinched the Eastern Division 
title of the National League by 


beating the St. Louis Cardinals, 
6- 0 . 
The swarms of believers, who 
had lived through seven years 
of ninth and 10th place finishes, 
appropriated their own souve­ 
nirs 
from 
Shea 
Stadium, 
ripping up the turf and leaving 
big craters and taking with 
them all pieces of equipment 
left on the field. 
This 
caused 
Mets’ 
vice 
president Jim 
Thompson to 
remark: “ The fans ripped out 
everything, but in the true Met 
tradition 
they 
missed first 
base ” 
It was okay to mention the 
past and laugh at the old Mets, 
because the old Mets go back 
only as far as last spring, when 
you could have gotten 100-1 
odds on their chances. No one, 
not even 
Met manager Gil 
Hodges, would admit even in 


this moment of jubilation that 
they foresaw what 
was 
to 
happen. 
“ Hell, no, they would have 
locked me up,” said outfielder 
Ron Swoboda in reply to a 
question whether he thought at 
the beginning of the season the 
Mets could win the title. “ You 
can be a helluva optimist and 
not have this in mind.” 
Hodges, who celebrated the 
division championship one year 
to the day after suffering a 
heart attack in Atlanta, also 
admitted to some surprise. 


“ We certainly weren’t picked 
to do anything else except 
finish the 1969 season,” he said, 
wiping 
off 
the 
champagne 
liberally doused on his head by 
pitcher Jerry Koosman. “ Evbn 
in June, July and august we 
weren’t talking this way. You 


never realize such a thing until 
it happens.” 
Hodges, a member of seven 
pennant winning teams while a 
first baseman for the Dodgers, 
said he 
had never seen a 
happier group of boys than his 
team Wednesday night, and he 
added, “ If I had it, I’d give 
anything to have played on this 
team.” 
The Mets, wanting to clinch 
the division title before a home 
crowd in their final New York 
game of the season, jumped out 
to a 5-0 lead in the first inning 
on a three-run homer by Donn 
Clendenon and a two-run blast 
by 
Ed 
Charles. 
Clendenon 
added 
the 
final 
run 
with 
another homer in the fifth. 
“ I am more ecstatic and 
happy than the other kids,” 
said Clendenon, who was a 
retired player when the first 


game of the 1969 season was 
played. 
“ I 
thought 
I 
had 
divorced all of basebal, from 
my life and now I am with a 
winner. Those home runs were 
the most important hits of my 
life.” 
Gary Gentry, given the early 
lead, shut the Cardinals out on 
four hits, two of them in the 
ninth inning, but said he never 
was able to calm down. 
“ I was riding high, especially 
for the last few innings,” said 
the rookie righthander. “ I’ve 
heard that ballplayers like to 
play behind a guy who works 
fast, a guy like Bob Gibson, so 
that’s what I did tonight. I just 
wanted to get out of there with 
the victory. It didn’t matter if 
they hit one out or not as long 
as they didn’t put together a 
big inning.” 
A final tribute came from 


Red Schoendienst, manager of 
the 
1967 and 1968 National 
League champion Cardinals. 
“ We 
are dethroned 
after 
tonight,” he said with a wry 
smile. “ We’d been going along 
in great style the last two 
years, 
but 
they nailed us 
tonight. The Mets earned this 
championship

Frantz, Ellen Frantz, R. E. Av­ 
ery, W. Davis, and Jacque Fed- 
erman, of Santa Barbara, and 
James Watson, of Santa Maria, 
as well as numerous “ Does.” 
The complaint alleges that 
numerous false and mislead­ 
ing statements are made by the 
stores in letters they send to the 
public, including the misrepre­ 
sentation that the recipient has 
won a “ contest.” The district 
attorney also alleges that the 
stores tell potential customers 
they have won valuable “ gifts,” 
when, in fact, the customer has 
to pay as much for a “ mainten­ 
ance service policy,” or for oth­ 
er items, as the average retail 
value of the “ gift” itself. 
The defendants are also ac­ 
cused of engaging in a course 


of advertising known as “ bait 
and switch,” in which a low- 
cost item is advertise, but then 
the customer is switched to a 
higher priced item when he ap­ 
pears at the store. 
The district attorney’s com­ 
plaint asks for statutory pen­ 
alties of $2,500 for each mis­ 
representation, 
for 
punitive 
damages of $20,000, for an in­ 


junction against further similar 
activity by the Vacuum-Sewing- 
Stereo Center, and for an in­ 
voluntary constructive trust of 
funds for the benefits of defraud­ 
ed customers.

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Low Death Rate 
Crowding Globe 


(First of Two Articles.)

WASHINGTON—(N E A ) - 
A world with too m a n y 
people—it’s the result of a 
blessing that backfired. 
“ We halved the death rate 
in just 10 y e a r s.” said 
William E. Moran, president 
of the Population Reference 
Bureau. 
“ But the birthrate 
is staying just 
about the 
same.” 
The net result: Overpopu­ 
lation! 
“ We’ve gained a mastery 
over death.’’ c o n t i n u e s 
Moran. “ Very suddenly, we 
have been able to vaccinate, 
to innoculate and to treat all 
kinds of diseases that kept 
the population level reason­ 
able. It happened so quickly, 
people haven’t adapted to 
it.” 
The Population Reference 
Bureau researches and pub­ 
lishes statistics on population 
growth. 
Moran believes it 
can educate people to cope 
with the problem. 
“ There are some people 
who think this may be the 
last generation with freedom 
of choice about how many 
children 
each 
family 
will 
have,” he notes. “ They think 
the problem has reached the 
point 
where 
authoritarian 
measures are required.” 
"But you can’t expect a 
couple to say, ‘Tonight we 
will not have a baby because 
it 
is not 
in the 
national 
interest.’ 
“ So you start in the kinder­ 
gartens, 
and 
when 
those 
children grow up. they will 
r e a l i z e the complicated 
social obligation of having 
children." 
Moran, and other people 
who study population trends, 
believe the attitudes people 
have about lannly size have 
not kept up with the tech­ 
nology 
which 
has 
made 
longer life possible. 
In 
underdeveloped socie­ 
ties. having many children is 
a mark of status. 
It shows 
the community 
t h a t 
the 
lather is capable of produc­ 
ing many sons who will pro­ 
vide support for him in his 
old age. 
But the bureau’s 
statistics show that poverty 
and high birthrates almost 
always go together. 
“ Most people think that the 
birthrate is highest in Cath­ 
olic countries,” Moran said, 
“ but that is a misconcep­ 
tion.” France, which is pre­ 
dominately Catholic, was one 
of the first countries to begin 


to limit family size during 
the 18th century. 
A former dean at George­ 
town University, Moran is 
himself a Catholic but he 
doesn’t see any conflict be­ 
tween his r e l i g i o n , which 
has c o n d e m n e d artificial 
means of birth control, and 
his work, which is to bring 
the attention of world leaders 
to 
the 
problem 
of 
over­ 
population. 
“ We are not involved in 
family planning here.” he 
said, 
“and 
the 
Pope 
has 
called for further research 
on a change in the doctrine. 
The church recognizes the 
problem. 
The argument is 
about how to solve it.’’ 
At Catholic University, a 
sociologist. Dr. W i I 1 i a m 
Pratt, is also struggling with 
the population problem 
He 
believes too many children 
is only one part of the prob­ 
lem. 
“ In Western r e l i g i o u s 
thought.” 
Dr 
Pratt 
says, 
“ man is placed above every­ 
thing else. 
The earth was 
created for him to use and 
he was given dominion over 
it. So he has felt justified in 
exploiting his environment 
in any way he liked." 
Pratt says this has hap 
pened 
especially 
in 
the 
United States, 
w h e r e 
it 
seemed there was no limit 
to the natural resources 
“ Until this time, man has 
been able to m igrate if he 
used up the land or water, or 
if he became too num erous.” 
Dr 
Pratt explains. 
“ Onh 
recently has man come to 
occupy 
the 
total 
environ­ 
ment ” 
Dr. Pratt spent a year in 
a society that is probably the 
most v a l u a b l e training 
ground for a student of pop­ 
ulation trends 
He taught all 
eight grades« in a school for 
a colony of 
Hutterites 
in 
Alberta. Canada. 
The Hut­ 
terites are a small—but rap­ 
idly growing—religious sect. 
The average Hutterite family 
has 10.4 children. 
The problem in the United 
States has not reached t ho 
proportions that it has in 
other countries, according.to 
Dr. Moran, but he finds it 
damaging for Americans to 
celebrate the clicking off of 
another million people. 
“ How l o n g can we get 
away with t e l l i n g other 
people they have to do some­ 
thing about their population 
problem.” he says, “ when 
we 
aren’t 
doing 
anything 
about ours?”

New plan 
to fill 
positions 


The shortage of psychiatrists 
and psychologists in the coun­ 
ty's expanding mental health 
program may be solved through 
contractual 
arrangements 
which would give them “ more 
dollars” in lieu of fringe bene­ 
fits, the Board of Supervisors 
was told this week. 
The supervisors agreed with 
County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson's recom­ 
mendations in this respect, and 
voted to set aside $29,500 for 
psychiatric help and $18,500 
for clinical psychologists for 
the current fiscal year. 
Johnson said such a program 
would not increase county costs 
as budgeted and could well re­ 
sult in filling positions in San­ 
ta Barbara, Santa Maria and 
Lompoc offices now vacant. 
The county’s mental health 
program —expanded as of July 
1 in line with state directives 
— has been handicapped due to 
inability of the county to hire 
top personnel, it was observed. 
Reason for this, said Johnson, 
is that professionals in the men­ 
tal health field “ have been able 
to shop around” because of the 
expansion of such programs in 
most 
counties, 
resulting 
in 
more jobs than persons to fill 
them.

Splintered SDS Turns Secretive, 


But Still Packs a Punch

N EW YO R K —(N E A )—In 
the summer of 1962 a group 
of 45 students from a dozen 
college 
campuses 
met 
in 
Port Huron, Mich., to organ­ 
ize a youthful political-social 
g r o u p which proclaimed:• 
“ We are the people of this 
generation — looking uncom­ 
fortably at the world we in­ 
herit.” 


The g r o u p was named 
SDS (Students for a Dem­ 
ocratic Society). 


That was seven years ago. 
Today the founders of the 
group have matured uncom­ 
fortably close to the estab­ 
lishment age of 30. 


What began as a handful 
of totally unknown young­ 
sters. each with a handful of 
variously 
known 
theories, 
has since become the center 
ot a nationwide movement 
which F B I Director J. Edgar 
Hoover says has “ an almost 
passionate desire to destroy, 
to annihilate, to tear down.” 


Today. SDS has some 300 
chapters 
in 
colleges 
and 


high schools. It has a hard­ 
core membership estimated 
at 7,500 
It has loose mem­ 
bership that may go as high 
as 100.000. 


Originally, the group was 
open, candid and co-operat­ 
ive. Now it is closed, tight- 
lipped and secret. Its three 
top leaders, two men and a 
woman, refuse any but what 
aides call “ friendly” phone 
calls. 
“ Enem y” calls 
are 
those from newsmen 
“ We 
don't give i n t e r v i e w s to 
newspaper pigs.” says one 
young 
man 
entering 
the

only hold press conferences.” 


This kind of aloofness, say 
SDS members, is a pay-back 
for what the group hierarchy 
considers bad press. They 
feel growing public resent­ 
ment of SDS is directly at­ 
tributable 
to 
news 
media 
“ lies." 


Some think the principal 
reason for the SDS clam-up 
is survival: there have been 
recent indications that the 
national group is splintering 
seriously. 


SDS is now comprised of 
two main power groups— 1) 
the 
National Organization. 
which is the most prominent 
and clings to the traditional 
“ student power” philosophy: 
2» the Progressive Laborites, 
which is smaller, noisier and 
is struggling to incorporate 
a revolutionary “ worker-stu- 
dent” alliance. 


Within these main units, 
more splintering is happen­ 
ing. 
Something called the 
“ Crazies” 
h a s 
emerged, 
which is totally anarchistic. 
Something else known as the 
“ M o t h e r s ” ' (from 
“ Up 
against the W all 
” ) has 
formed, 
which 
advocates 
such things as “ killing pigs” 
(police». Dozens of like fac­ 
tions 
and 
cells 
have 
de­ 
veloped in many parts of the 
nation 


Group leaders refuse to 
communicate 
w i t h 
each 
other. Rumors of open war 
circulate often 
The 
SDS 
image, which once was fairls 
good, 
then 
became 
fairly 
feared, is now fairly humili­ 
ated 
Says a New York Uni­ 
versity member: “ The pub­ 
lic reads about all this btck 
ering and it says, ah-ha, and 


it figures we young punks 
have been reduced to calling 
each other names.” 


SDS has troubles, yes. but 
it remains, as the 1969-70 
school year opens, a solid, 
potent punch. Because de­ 
spite what adults think of it, 
i» 
continues to appeal 
to 
youth. 


Early this year the Daniel 
Yankelovich polling f i r m 
sampled 723 college students 
concerning t h e i r attitudes 
toward contemporary issues 
The firm says 64 per cent 
believed premarital sex is 
not a moral issue, only 38 
per cent considered religion 
very important, only 35 per 
cent b e l i e v e d patriotism 
very important and only 18 
per cent felt money is very 
important 


In essence, these beliefs 
fit well with SDS philosophy. 
As college administrators 
have tried to point out, the 
most significant aspect of 
SDS is not its purpose, but 
its effectiveness And its ef­ 
fectiveness lies in the repeat­ 
edly demonstrated ability to 
organize 
and 
move 
many 
times its m e m b e r s h i p 
against any issue it wishes. 


And what about this school 
year? ROTC seems likely as 
a target again; 
university 
defense contracts may be 
vulnerable: “ progressive la- 
borites” and “ Crazies” seem 
to be thinking more violence. 
But nobody knows. And, as 
several educators have cau­ 


tioned this summer, it would 
be unwise to either over- or 
underestimate even a splin­ 
tered SDS.

Major party professionals 
think that, for the moment 
at least, “ the steam is out" 
ot direct student participa­ 
tion in politics as the young 
p e o p 1 e flounder without 
a hero and without clear 
goals. 


\n important June Gallup 
poll study of college trends 
showed that many students 
then did have a new hero— 
Sen 
Edward 
Kennedy 
of 
Massachusetts 
But he was 
stricken from the 1972 lists 
by the events surrounding 
his automobile accident in 
July. And students have no 
ready substitute. 


Their 
1968 
h e r o . 
Sen 
Eugene McCarthy of Minne­ 
sota. merely put the cap on 
their post-campaign disillu­ 
sionment with him when he 
announced 
in 
midsummer 
that he would not seek Sen­ 
ate re-election in 1970 
He 
has been a virtual political 
dropout since his defeat for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 


The one political 
image 
now 
faintly 
perceived 
as 


h o p e f u l is that of big­ 
chested, toughly aggressive 
Sen. Harold Hughes of Iowa. 
Though some young people 
in and around the colleges 
are beginning to talk him up, 
he is unknown nationally and 
would have a difficult time 
building useful identity even 
with t h e i r most frenzied 
help. 


Neither major party has 
a strong immediate prospect 
of capturing the allegiance 
of the restless college young. 
The Gallup report finds the 
trend on campus “ strongly 
toward the left” and away 
from the Republicans. But 
the Democrats have lagged

Hughes. Sen George M c­ 
Govern (S I).), and a few 
of their fellow reformers in

Every pollster’s gauge of 
student attitudes indicates, 
in any event, that increas­ 
ingly they are holding aloof

The Gallup study of this 
June discloses that 44 per 
cent of college students con­ 
sider themselves independ­ 
ents. while only 29 per cent 
among the general voting 


public so rate themselves.

* independents” 
are 
tagged as leftward-leaning 
Among them, the pollster or 
reporter finds many whose 
detachment from ordinary 
party politics is voiced as 
“ disenchantment 
with

political process.” Impatient 
for change yet deploring vio­ 
lence, these middle-range re­ 
formers leave tantalizingly 
vague 
how 
they

achieve their purooses.

In the view of Richard 
Scam mon, well-known elec­ 
tions expert, young adults 
thus postured “ really don’t 
count for much” in U.S. po­ 
litical life He adds:

’new politics’ is most effec­ 
tive when it’s the old poli­ 
tics ’ They did all the things 
for McCarthy in New Hamp­ 
shire last year that the old 
politicians are supposed to 
do.

Many students who keep 
themselves apart from revo­ 
lutionaries and lesser radi­ 
cals on campus nevertheless 
express sympathy with their 
goals 
Though talking non­ 
violence. a good number say 
quietly but firmly that thé 
"end justifies the means.” 
Gallup says four in 10 be­ 
lieve 
students 
who 
break 
laws should not be expelled 
from school. 


In a June survey. Fortune 
magazine asserts: 


“ The ideas that have kept 
colleges in turmoil 
are 
spreading b e y o n d radical 
students to the rest of Amer­ 
ican youth, including those 
not in college.” 


Their survey brackets 12.8 
per cent of college youth in 
the revolutionary-r a d i c a I 
category and another 39.3 
per cent as reformers. That 
leaves 47.9 per cent as mod­ 
erates and conservatives.

1969-70 school year

be drawn into radicals’ vio­ 
lent course and how many 
might be turned off.

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Germany’s election 


This isn’t much of an election year for Americans at home. 
Other than a few mayoral contests in major cities — New York, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Atlanta—where the law and order, black vs. 
white themes figure prominently, there isn’t much of compelling 
interest to be decided at the polls this November. 
There is, however, an election coming up on the other 
side of the Atlantic that is of considerable interest. West 
Germans vote Sept. 28 in what is the most closely watched 
—not only in Germany but in the major nations of West and East 
like — tests of political trends in the 20-year history of the 
Federal Republic. 
To Americans accustomed to at least sur>erficially clear- 
cut choices between Republican and Democratic candidates, the 
current German political scene must seem a strange landscape. 
The two dominant parties, Christian Democrats and Social 
Democrats, have governed in coalition for the past three 
vears. Yet thcv are now out on the hustings lambasting earh 
other, with the likelihood that once the votes are counted they 
will be back together again in the functioning, if non exactly 
cozy, coalition. 
World bankers are taking a particular interest in the Ger­ 
man outcome. West Germany has been at the center of the re­ 
current currency crises of recent years, not because its 
money is too weak but because it is too strong. Revaluation 
of the mark — increasing its value — is seen as one of the 
keys to relieving pressure on the franc, pound and dollar. 
But since the issue is so intimately involved with Germany’s 
currently phenomenal prosperity and therefore politically 
touchy, the men in Bonn have refused to even discuss the mat­ 
ter until after the elections. 


But it is neither the love-hate relationship of the coalition 
parties nor the future of the mark that is the real center of 
interest — and fears. It is the National Democratic party. 
The NDP is widely viewed as neo-Nazi. It has had some 
success in local elections, currently holding 11 seats in seven 
state legislatures. It is now bidding for a foothold in the federal 
parliament, the Bundestag. 


To do so, the party must pull in at least 5 per cent of the 
national vote. NDP leader, Adolf von Thadden, is certain it 
will do much better than that, up to 12 per cent. Coalition 
leaders dismiss this forecast, but privately admit they ex­ 
pect to see NDP faces in the new Bundestag. Bonn is already 
prepping spokesmen for tours abroad to convince worried 
allies that although in parliament, the NDP still represents 
only a very small segment of the German electorate. 
Von Thadden rejects the Nazi link — he himself was never 
a party member — and the NDP line stops short of Nazi-type 
nationalism. But the nationalistic message gets through. The 
party is critical of Germany’s western alliance, and the post­ 
war treatment of Germany, but not — yet —openly hostile. 
Its purpose, says Von Thadden, is to strengthen conserva­ 
tive forces against “ a growing menace from the left.” In a 
Teutonic version of the law and order drive, he would do this 
first by strengthening police powers, reinstituting investiga­ 
tive arrest (holding individuals on suspicion without going to 
court) and locking up known leftist organizers. 
The NDP’s rise has brought disturbing comparisons with 
that of the Nazis. Violence — spearheaded by leftist student 
groups, which Von Thadden thinks will only promote his 
cause among older Germans — has marked election rallies. 
The leader speaks from rostrums surrounded by bullet­ 
proof glass and guarded by karate - trained bodyguards some 
see as reincarnations of Hitler’s Brownshirts. 


But the parallels cannot be carried too far. Germany’s 
problem today is an overheated economy, not a prostrate 
one, a situation in the late ’20s and early ’30s that gave Hit­ 
ler’s promise of instant solutions vast appeal. And the Ger- 
man electorate today may well be the mo^ introverted wary 
of a fire-eating nationalism that has cost it so much. 
A modest NDP success at the polls will not herald the imin- 
ent revival of Nazism or a new drive toward a peace-threaten­ 
ing 
Greater 
Germany. 
But it could well shake German 
confidence in their own still - fragile democratic institutions, 
and that could have consequences that none can now foresee.

Safety is dullsville 


Safety and the promotion of tiie happy 
state are more often than not, dull bus- 
ine.ss—tliat is until the opposite of safety 
happens. Readers who are also motor­ 
ista recall how wide awake they became 
after driving past a highway accident 
scene or what is even more telling, af­ 
ter l)eing involved in an accident or a 
near accident. 
Despite tlie dull­ 
ness of the subject, 
there 
is always a 
group 
of dedicated 
citizens 
who keep 
the mill of informa­ 
tion going on the sub­ 
ject of safety. 
A case in point is 
the dismal business 
of the safety factors 
at the intersection of 
Nor til A Street and 
the Southern Pacific 
Railroad tracks. 
One woman is known to have been in­ 
jured at the intersection in a collision 
of her car with a freight train and 
there have been several near-misses, 
according to Mrs. Ronald Saladino, pulv 
licity chairman of Lompoc Safety Coun­ 
cil. 
The 
council has been in the fore­ 
front of the fight to make the railroad 
intersection safer, and Mrs. Saladino 
must be given much of the credit for 


her persistent effort 
Early tliis month the protective gates 
at the intersection malfunctioned ac­ 
cording to reports and Mrs. Saladino 
was on top of the situation. Hopefully 
her effort in the latest incident will 
bear fruit, before a more serious in­ 
cident occurs 
Efforts to correct what is obviously 
a hazard are under way by the rail­ 
road in conjunction with efforts 
of 
Doug Soper, city traffic engineer and 
other public officials. 


There is word that the railroad is 
coming up with a proposal for a solu­ 
tion to the problem that have plagued 
the intersection and the thought is re­ 
freshing. It would be interesting to know 
however, what would have haf^ened if 
the council had not been so diligent. 
Last week the council headed by Don­ 
ald Click, president, aimed its sights 
on two other safety subjects; bicycle 
safety and education on methods of e.xit- 
ing a home that is on fire, the latter 
subject in cooperation with Lompoc Fire 
Department. 
BotJi subjects have been drummed into 
the public conscience so often that we may 
have l)ecome dulled to the dangers. Police 
Chief Ray Robertson told safety council 
members that juveniles have been riding 
their bicycles in the evening hours witlh 
out proper lighting or reflector devices- 
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a practice that invites accidents. 
Robertson solicited the aid of the coun­ 
cil in developing a foolproof method 
for licensing all bicycles. Licenses are 
optional now and most bike owners choose 
to do without them. Licensing would do 
several things including the swift identi­ 
fication of a lost, strayed or stolen 
bicycle, more effective 
citation of 
transgressors, 
and over all a more 
responsible riding public. 
Efforts to make the streets and higle 
ways safer will get a boost from the 
Highway Safety Act of 1968. City, county 
and state are involved in a joint effort 
to devise programs of traffic and accident 
study that will qualify for federal funds. 
The act was first passed in 1966 and 
subsequently amended to reflect a more 
indepth view of the problems facing the 
traveler. One of the items for which 
funds could be secured are traffic con­ 
trol devises, another, traffic records 
study, and a third, identification and sur­ 
veillance of accident locations. 
Once again the subject is dull until 
our own car or bicycle keeps a date 
with a problem.

Mao’s new bomb plant 


Our 
Central 
Intelligence Agency 
finds that, behind the scenes. Red Chi­ 
na now has completed its second and al­ 
ternate H-bomb production center. Heav­ 
ily screened and much of the new con­ 
struction 
underground, it is at Pao- 
tow, Suiyuan Province, 260 miles west 
of Peking and due south of Mongolia’s 
Gobi Desert. 
CIA agents in China report that the 
Paotow landscape is stark and depop­ 
ulated, with not enough wood to hang 
a man, not enough soft earth to bury a 
man —a desperately forbidding country, 
as quiet and subdued as if the plague had 
struck. 
Many of the colossal buildings are 
as heavily constructed as a battleship 
and the CIA agents find nearly all are 
windowless. Some are enormous, stern 
gray 
monsters bil­ 
lowing 
skyward 
in 
tier 
after tier 
of 
steel; and some are 
not populated by a sin­ 
gle man because the 
process inside is so 
deadly. Only 
robots 
(French - made) are 
used. Still others con­ 
sist of row after row 
of 
aluminum - col­ 
ored 
tubes, without 
walls. 
TTie 
fumes 
would be poisonous if confined by walls. 
Certain Paotow buildings are built as 
far down as the bedrock 
and it is 
there that the CIA agents began to get 
into the innards of the vast complex. 
Hyperbole is a built-in characteristic 
of the Chinese language, and the roman­ 
tic Utopianism of Mao Tse-tung*s Great 
Leap Forward of 1958 and the claims 
made since are no great leap forward at 
all — except in the foreign press. But 
Mao’s nuclear program seems exempt. 
He has succeeded in bringing in from 
Europe and Japan for the new Paotow 
complex whole prefabricated sections 
otherwise unobtainable. 
The Mannes­ 
man West German consortium shipped 
a complete steel tube and pipe plant 
that Mao needed. VOEST, the inventive 
steel firm of Linz, 
Austria, installed 
its revolutionary LD oxygen converter 
at Taiyuan. DEMAG, 
the French-Bel­ 
gian consortium, sent in a $150 million 
rolling mill. Japan poured in nonfer- 
rous 
metals and bottleneck 
chemi­ 
cals. The British delivered electronic 
computers. 
The Paotow complex now supplements 
Mao’s immense 
gaseous 
diffusion 
atom-bomb 
plant, which covers 
14 
acres near Lanchow, in what is called 
the Great Bend in the Yellow River, and 
takes hydroelectric power from that 
river. 
Mao’s secret police chief, Hsieh Fu- 
chih, 
controls the security at both nu­ 
clear complexes and both are now serv­ 
ing Mao’s missile testing site at Lop 
Nor, 500 miles inside Slnkiang 
Pro­ 
vince from the Soviet border. 
The CIA agents find that, coincident 
with the Paotow complex coming (sec­ 
retly) ”on stream,” the Soviet has made 
a countermove. The headquarters for 
the Kremlin’s 
Mongolian Command is 
moving now to Choibalsan, 
only 
75 
miles from China’s frontier. 
The agents are reporting that they 
catch the sense of crisis crackling un­ 
seen, like electricity in the air. Out 
character for the Soviets, there is 
tense rivalry, and top-level backbiting, 
between the Soviet infantry, the armored 
branch and the air force commands. As 
one result, 
there has been a bad im­ 
balance of the Kremlin’s assault forces 
in Mongolia. 
The CIA agents find this being reme­ 
died, however. They have spotted the 
Red Army Chief of Staff, 
Marshal 
Matvei 
Zakharov, 
at Choibalsan and 
attribute the unifying moves to Zakharov. 
But they have not sufficiently penetrat­ 
ed the new Choibalsan headquarters to 
determine any specific Kremlin orders 
to the three assault branches now heav­ 
ily present. 
The CLA is currently making five 
major estimates that flow from the Pao­ 
tow achievement: 
(1) 
Mao detonated his first of five 
atom bombs on OctcAer 16, 
1964. By 
December 24, 1967, 
he had his first 
H-bomb. 
Mao has surprised us again 
by constructing a second and alternate 
H-bomb 
production center and by the 
speed of completion. 
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(2) Red China now has a nuclear stock­ 
pile. 
(3) Red China’s speed in achieving 
a missile delivery program, revealed 
in the tests as Lop Nor, puts that threat­ 
ening program far ahead of where former 
Defense Secretary 
Robert 
S. Mc­ 
Namara announced it would be by mid- 
1969. 
Mr. McNamara was years wrong 
in his estimates. 


(4) Mao may already have delivery 
systems that can reach Eastern Rus­ 
sia, 
Korea, 
Vietnam, 
Malaya, India 
and Japan. 


(5) By this time next year their range 
may reach Hawaii and Alaska and by 
another year the entire Pacific Coast 
of the United States. 


Meandering with Gaylen Jackson 
Responsibility 


The other day I was engaged in a spir­ 
ited discussion with a fairly large group 
of people on the subjects of the current 
offerings in the way of magazines, news­ 
papers, television, radio and movies. 
We were talking specifically about the re­ 
sponsibilities of parents to be aware 
of what their children were reading about, 
listening to, and watching. 
No particular movie or magazine or 
television show was mentioned. Rather, 
our discussion centered around the im­ 
portance of the various news and en­ 
tertainment media in our lives and the 
impact they have on young people. 
The group of which I was a member 
was a group of fellow-church members, 
but I realized that most of the points 
we brought up were as equally applica­ 
ble to any other group of people as to 
us. 
We spent quite a 
bit of time on the sub­ 
ject of movies, and I 
got a mild shock when 
I asked the group how 
many of them had an 
understanding of the 
G-M-R-X m e t h o d 
used by the motion 
picture industry in 
its self-imposed rat­ 
ing system. 
Now, most of this group consisted 
mostly of couples with children of jun­ 
ior high school and high school age. A 
few others were grandparents of chil­ 
dren of these ages, and still a few others 
were only expectant parents. 
I was more than just a little surprised 
to the reaction to my (juestion from 
these people. A considerable number of 
them, of course, knew what G-M-R-X 
meant, but almost as many had no idea 
of the meaning. Yet, these were par­ 


ents who have children down at the local 
walk-in or out at the drive-in theater 
almost every weekend. And they have no 
conception as to the kind of movies 
their kids are going to see. 
It made me think of the many people 
I know who continually criticize the 
local theater management because of the 
movies, but make no effort to discover 
for themselves what their kids are see­ 
ing. Many of them never take the minute 
or so to read the ad in the newspai)er 
to see what rating the producer has 
placed on it. 
Even some of those who do take the 
time to find the rating don’t know that 
the M means that parental discretion 
is advised, and that the R and X rat­ 
ings without doubt are signals to par­ 
ents that some of the scenes in the 
movie are bound to be objectionable. 
The same is true about magazines and 
books. We all know that there is an al­ 
most staggering amount of hard-core pro- 
nography availal)le to those who seek 
this kind of material out. 
It is available here in Lomjioc, and it 
is available in our surrounding comm uni­ 
ties. 
Yet, parents allow their children to 
frequent the establishments selling this 
salacious literature. Then after the kid 
comes home with a lewd magazine the 
parent starts to scream. But do you 
think the parent keeps the kid from re- 
turlng to the store from which the pur­ 
chase was made. No, he is allowed to 
return at any time. 
The philosophy of so many parents 
seems to be one of placing the entire 
burden of resix)nsibility for their chil­ 
dren on the community and its various 
enforcement agencies, when they should 
realize that the responsibility is theirs, 
and theirs alone.

Evasion loopholes 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
If Congress fails to amend the Selective 
Service law this session and President 
Nixon goes ahead with the new way of 
drafting young men he now projioses, 
he will be jumping from the frying pan 
into the fire. 
A college freshman with a student 
deferment will still have four to five 
years of uncertainty ahead of him. 
He won’t know whether or not he is 
going to be selected for service until 
he graduates from college and spends 
his required year in Uie prime draft- 
age group. 
A low draft call, or no draft call at 
all in a month in which the son of some 
high administration official has a high 
priority for call would make the whole 
draft system suspect, even though no 
wrongdoing was intended. 
The “ moving age 
group system” which 
Secretary of Defense 
Laird favors would 
have Selective Ser­ 
vice local boards in 
such confusion that 
there would be my­ 
riad mistakes. Each 
month the priorities 
would 
change. 
i 
Through 
the 
Sel­ 
ective Service Sys­ 
tem this would re­ 
quire a huge quantity 
of extra paper work wliich would of nec­ 
essity have to be done at liigh speed. 
If a board acted slowly in reclassify­ 
ing a young man whose deferment had 
just ended, for example, his drafting 
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might be delayed for a year, a year lat 
er ttian a young man in another area 
whose board acted more quickly in his 
reclassification the date on which a 
board met, for example, could heavily 
influence when a young man would be 
drafted, or conceivably, through a change 
in draft calls, whether he would be draft­ 
ed at all. This would lead to a board 
being accused of bias or corruption. 
It would seem from analysis that the 
moving 
age group plan would provide 
so many loopholes for evasion, how­ 
ever much 
these loopholes were re­ 
stricted by careful legal language, that 
there 
would be constant recrimination. 
Clever lawyers would be busy advising 
their clients on evasion. 


For example: A man, finding that he 
would be flnishing school at a time, 
when because of Ids birth day and month, 
he would be near the top of tlie first 
priority induction group or near the top, 
could find ways to delay graduaUug for 
a month or two, in order to get classif­ 
ied eligible at a time when his name 
would be at or near the bottom of the 
induction list, thus lowering his chances 
of being inducted. Or a man, deferred as 
a key worker but due to be shifted to 
a job in wliich he was not eligible for 
deferment, might get his company to 
hurry or delay the change to lessen 
his “ chances of being inducted.” 
The “ moving age group system” fur­ 
ther is technically so complicated to 
explain that neither young people nor 
their parents will be able to under­ 
stand what is happening. Lack of under­ 
standing inevitably leads to suspicion
